Betty Harrison, director of the 
Community Service Foundation 
of Utah County, said the vandals 
inhibit the foundation’s efforts to 
renovate the building.

Fire victims died behind locked doors

HAMLET, N.C. — When the 
screaming started, Carolyn Rainwa- 
ter was “stripping tenders,” pulling 
ribbons of white meat off chicken 
breasts. for processing. When the 
Screaming grew louder, she looked up 
and saw the smoke. 

“It was the blackest smoke I had 
ever seen in my life,” said the 50-year- 
old grandmother, one of the few 
workers to escape serious -injury 
when deadly smoke from a flash fire 
raced through the Imperial Foods Co. 
plant Tuesday morning. 

Twenty-five people were killed, 49 
were injured. 

The boundary of life and death was 


set by the billowing wall of toxic 
smoke. 

Those who worked in the front of 
the building were able to escape 
through a main entrance. 

Those in the back were trapped be- 
tween the poisonous fumes and-doors 
locked, employees say, to prevent pil- 
ferage. 

Friends and co-workers died to- 
gether in neat clumps on the factory 
floor. 

“Tn a fire of this nature people con- 
gregate together out of fear,” said 
Hamlet Fire Chief David Fuller. 
“That’s where they died.” 

There were 90 workers in Tues- 
day’s 7 a.m. shift at Imperial Foods. 


Once an ice cream factory, Imperial 
Foods now produces nuggets and 
other chicken products for Shoney’s, 
Wendy’s and other fast food restau- 
rants. 

Workers and fire officials say the 
plant was a maze of large rooms sepa- 
rated by movable walls. 

Doors in the rear of the plant were 
locked, workers said. 

Employees say the management 
had complained someone was stealing 
chicken. 

Some workers were troubled by 
locked doors, but with jobs, even 
those paying $5.50 an hour, a com- 
modity in this small community, no 
one mentioned their fears. 


Gorbachev 
runs into 

opposition 
on reforms

MOSCOW — Mikhail Gor- 
bachev’s plan to revamp the 
Soviet government and trans- 
fer most power to the repub- 
lics ran into stiff opposition 
Wednesday from lawmakers 
who stand to lose their jobs. 

Gorbachev prodded a reluc- 
tant Congress of People’s 
Deputies into giving prelimi- 
nary approval of the resolu- 
tion. 

But the margin was far 
short of the two-thirds major- 
ity he would need for final pas- 
sage of constitutional amend- 
ments. That showdown vote 
could come Thursday. 

“You’re insulting us!” angry 
legislators shouted at one 
point. “If you behave like that, 
it won’t make our work any 
easier,” a testy Gorbachev 
shot back. 

The plan was put forward 
by Gorbachev, Russian Fed- 
eration President Boris 
Yeltsin and nine other repub- 
lic leaders. 

Gorbachev told delegations 
from each republic to submit 
proposals for amending the 
measure to a legislative com- 
mission that was to work 
through the night in advance 
of Thursday’s session. 

The Soviet president de- 
cided not to put the issue of 
Baltic independence to a vote 
and told officials he would 
grant it by presidential de- 
cree. 

The decree releasing the 
Kremlin’s grip on Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia will come 
after the conclusion of the con- 
gressional session, __ said 
Lithuanian official Algimantas 
Cekuolis and Gorbachev confi- 
dant Alexander Yakovlev. 

Despite passing an impor- 
tant procedural test, the fate 
of the restructuring plan was 
uncertain. 

“All right, all right,” said 
Gorbachev. “The law is still up 
in the air.” 


Soviet says anarchy is the answer

MOSCOW — Nikolai Sobolev has a 
remedy for the ills of his rudderless 
country, where central authority has 
all but collapsed and the economy is in 
ruins: try anarchy. 

The disintegration of the Soviet 
Union, which looks to the rest of the 
world like something already ap- 
proaching complete chaos, really is a 
struggle among systems that equally 
restrict human freedom, he said. 

That goes for Boris Yeltsin’s Rus- 


sian Federation and other republics © 


striving for independence, as well as 
the smashed power of the Communist 
Party and the Soviet government. 


Their struggle over decentraliza- ‘ 


tion, said the 30-year-old Moscow an- 
archist in an interview Thursday, is 
“in fact, a transfer of the power of 
government from one level to an- 
other.” 

Man does not need either and can 


manage his own affairs with a very 
minimum of government, he de- 
clared. 

“Mankind already has outlived the 
idea of the state,” Sobolev said. 

The roots of anarchism as a political 
philosophy are deep in traditional 
forms of association in the Russian 
countryside. 

They found expression in the 19th 
and early 20th centuries in the 
thought of Mikhail Bakunin, Pyotr 
Kropotkin, and Leo Tolstoy. 

Anarchists took part in the revolu- 
tion that brought Lenin and his Com- 
munists to power in 1917. But the 
revolution turned on them and they 
later were repressed. 

Today’s anarchists are not long- 
haired, bomb-throwing extremists of 
popular imagination. Sobolev and his 
companion Vlad Tupikin, both wear 
their hair short and have closely 
cropped beards.

Provo garbage is a spoiled rotten 
child demanding the attention of all 
who have contact with it, and BYU 
students and Provo apartment com- 
plexes are the indulgent parents. 

There is a significant garbage 
build-up at apartment complexes dur- 
ing the time when students check in 
and check out between semesters, 
said Brent Evans, 20, who works in 
the maintenance department of the 
Riviera apartment complex.

Laidlaw Waste Systems, Inc. is one 
company on which the burden of disci- 
plining Provo’s garbage brat falls. 

Rod Detts, division manager of 
Laidlaw, said, “The garbage volume 
goes up substantially for a week or so

when students arriye and our drivers 
are hard pressed to complete their 
routes.” 

Detts said that Laidlaw has offered 
to make extra garbage pickups, but 
few apartments have accepted due to 
the cost of an extra pickup. 

Most apartment complexes try dif- 
ferent methods to calm the garbage 
child’s tantrums without having to 
schedule extra pickups. 

David Graham, facility manager for 
Liberty Square, has the garbage 
dumpsters.emptied daily. 

Shelly Savage, manager of King 
Henry apartments, said maintenance 
workers pack dumpsters. She also 
calls for an additional pickups when 
necessary. 

Hyde Taylor, manager of Branbury 
Park, rents an extra trash bin for two 
weeks to handle the overflow. 

Detts said the pressure to remove 
the increased levels of waste fluctu- 
ates with each season and eventually 
is self-regulating.

Last year, Leningrad and Moscow 
anarchists engaged in a bitter dispute 
over how organized Soviet anarchists 
should be. 

One Leningrader claimed the Mus- 
covites wanted to form a central com- 
mittee of anarchists, but the Muscov- 
ites said Thursday that all they had 
wanted was a loose coordinating 
structure. 

The Muscovites were on the barri- 


cades two weeks ago in front of 
Yeltsin’s Russian government build- 
ing when Communist hard-liners 
tried to topple the Soviet govern- 
ment. But that does not make them 
big fans of Yeltsin. 

“At that point, we and Yeltsinhada 
common enemy,” Sobolev said. 

Since then the anarchists have 
found plenty to criticize. 

“Why do you need to close newspa- 
pers on the order of the Russian presi- 
dent?” asked Sobolev, referring to 
Yeltsin’s decree temporarily shutting 
down Pravda and other newspapers 
he accused of supporting the coup. 

The form of government Yeltsin is 
developing, complete with a parlia- 
ment, mayors and prefects through- 
out the federation, looks a lot like the 
past rather than a glorious future for 
humanity, he said. 

The anarchists are sympathetic to 
local councils, strong trade unions and 
collective ownership.

Actor, author dies of stomach cancer 


LOS ANGELES — Thomas Tryon, who gave up a career as a Hollywood 
leading man to become the best-selling author of such books as “The Other,” 
“Harvest Home” and “Crowned Heads,” died Wednesday. He was 65. 

Tryon died of stomach cancer at his Hollywood Hills home, according to 
publicist Judy Hilsinger. She said Tryon had been ill for several months. 

Tryon’s transition from movies to the literary world was as dramatic as any 
of his film roles. In an interview in October, he attributed the switch to the 
abuse he suffered from the terrible-tempered Otto Preminger. 

The director gave Tryon his biggest role — the lead in a film based on the 
best-seller “The Cardinal.” 

“On the second day of filming, Preminger fired and rehired me within one

in women’s center 


The efforts of faculty, students 
and administration to meet the needs 
of women at BYU are finally begin- 
ning to show results. Their achieve- 
ments would better serve the women 
of this campus, however, if they 
were centralized in a women’s re- 
source center. 

Campus organizations such as the 
Women in Science Center and 
VOICE are beginning to address 
women’s concerns in the university 
community. The International Con- 
ference on Gender and the Family 
held at BYU last February, and the 
Women’s Research Institute have 
also increased community awareness 
of gender issues. The introduction of 
a women’s studies minor has also em- 
phasized women’s issues. 

Beginning with the 1990 Fresh- 
man Orientation, new students could 
attend a seminar “Of concern to 
women.” Elouise Bell, associate 
dean of Honors and General Educa- 
tion, who has been in charge of the 
seminar during orientation week, 
said more students attended the 
seminar during 1991 orientation. She 
also said that a women’s resource 
center would “generate awareness” 
of issues facing women. 

Although these and many other 
programs offer services to women, a 
women’s resource center would 
make these services more central- 
ized and connected. Women could ad- 
dress grievances, seek counseling 
and gather information in a casual 
and non-threatening atmosphere. 

A comfortable environment is 
what BYU women need to address 
some very uncomfortable issues — 
sexual harassment, discrimination, 
balancing career and family goals. 

The system BYU uses now is less 
than friendly. For example, if a stu- 
dents want to file sexual harassment 
claims, they must go through the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Of- 


fice, even if they were harassed in an 
academic setting. 

While it is commendable that BYU 
has a system to address this very 
serious and discriminatory problem, 
a women’s resource center could han- 
dle the situation better. Sexual ha- 
rassment carries a stigma. It is em- 
barrassing, and often victims are 
reluctant to seek redress. When vic- 
tims can seek redress in a comfort- 
able atmosphere, in a place where 
counselors can empathize, the 
stigma of shame becomes easier to 
remove. 

Because resources are concen- 
trated in the center, individuals 
avoid being shuffled from advise- 
ment centers to Career Counseling 
to Counseling and Development, 
through the Placement Center and 
back to advisement centers. A re- 
source center would also offer net- 
working services with resource cen- 
ters at other universities. 

A women’s resource center would 
not, however, replace any of these 
existing campus services. Rather, it 
would enhance them. They would not 
have to scramble to accommodate 
students when they can’t. They could 
focus more tightly on their duties and 
become more efficient. 

The actions by university officials to 

address gender and diversity con- 
cerns is promising. It is our hope that 
they will continue to be as concerned. 
Their efforts would be enhanced by 
the creation of BYU’s Women’s Re- 
source Center.

To the Editor: 

Ever since my first semester at BYU, 
there have been competing claims of superi- 
ority between Religious Education and the 
rest of the university. I would like to prevent 
the construction of something which I think 
will only exacerbate the existing tension: the 
new JSB steeple. 

In my experience, the only buildings that 
have steeples in the Church are chapels and 
temples. The sacraments and ordinances that 
are performed in chapels and temples justify 
these buildings having a separate structure 
that points toward heaven. I think a steeple

aptly symbolizes a dedication to God. I think 
the faculty of Religious Education are dedi- 
cated to God. I think that their efforts are 
sanctioned by God. However, I do not think 
that Religious Education’s sanction and dedi- 
cation are exclusive at BYU. Indeed, I think 
that each college and department at this Uni- 
versity shares equally in a mission to educate 
the Saints and build the Kingdom of God. 

If the claims to divine sanction are equal 
among the various departments of this insti- 
tution, then I think it would be folly to imply 
that one department is more “of God” than 
the others by giving one a steeple. 

I have discussed this issue with one mem- 
ber of the religion faculty on several occa- 
sions. Some of his opinions are as follows: 

1. “The structure is not necessarily a 
steeple.” My reply is that the artist’s rendi- 
tion of the thing sure looks similar to the 
steeples built alongside new stake centers. 

2. “The meaning of steeples is ambiguous.” 
I agree that there is no inherent meaning in a 
symbol — meaning is assigned. In this case, 
whatever meaning may be assigned to this 
particular steeple does not change the fact 
that the only other places that have steeples 
in the Church are chapels and temples., The 
JSB is certainly not a temple, and although it 
is used‘as a:chapel on Sunday, so is almost 
every other building on campus. 

3. “The old JSB already has a steeple, so 
why change with the new JSB?” The old 
JSB’s steeple is not very conspicuous as a 
steeple — I used to think it was a chimney. 
The planned steeple is unmistakenly a 
steeple. It is time to let Religious Education 
find its long searched-for niche in the univer- 
sity community. A steeple could be an imped- 
iment to finding that niche. 

4. “Ifyou take away the steeple, I still want 
our bronze mural of Joseph Smith.” I see no 
problem with that. A mural of Joseph Smith 
is perfectly appropriate to a building named 
after Joseph Smith. 

I propose that the funds appropriated for 
the construction of the steeple be given to 
Religious Education to spend as they see fit. 
It is not my intention to deprive Religious 
Education. As a student, I would like to see 
members of the faculty more united in their 
respect for one another and set aside their 
claims to superiority. We are all financed by 
the same tithing funds and belong to the same 
Church. Like Brigham Young, I believe that 
“the truth that is in all the arts and sciences 
forms a part of our religion” (Journal of Dis- 
courses 1:334). I fear that a steeple exclusive 
to the JSB would only move us away from 
Brigham’s holistic vision. 

In conclusion, let me point out that the 
Carillon Bell Tower already serves nicely as a 
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steeple for the whole campus. I hope t Yj ait 
will continue to do so.

For students looking for a place for 
their stuff, there are lockers around 
campus designed for just that pur- 
pose, but they‘re being rented out 
fast. 

The Physical Facilities Depart- 
ment coordinates most of the lockers 
on campus through Custodial Ser- 
vices in 285 BRWB. 


Custodial Service is in charge of, 
about 2,900 lockers in different build- 


ings around campus 

The lockers are in the Harris Fine 
Arts Center, the David 0. McKay 
Building, the Eyring Science Center, 


‘the Talmage Mathematical Sciences 


Building, the Clyde Engineering 
Building and the Crabtree Technol- 
ogy Building. 

Don Wood, supervisor of Custodial 
Services, said there aren’t many lock- 
ers left. 

Betty Tippetts, executive secre- 
tary for Custodial Services, said it’s 
possible for students to rent a locker 
for more than one semester at a time. 

“We encourage them to do it be- 
cause it’s more convenient,” Tippetts 
said. “They don’t have to clean the 
locker out at the end of the semester.” 


its size. The rental fee for small lock- 
ers is $1.50; large lockers are $2. They 
can be rented in 285 BRWB. 

The Ernest L. Wilkinson Center 
also has about 600 lockers on its first 
floor. 

Beverly Evans, secretary to the 
controller for Student Leadership 
Development, said about 100 lockers 
are still available. 

Lockers cost $2 for a semester. 
They can be rented in 327 ELWC. 

Evans said renters are notified to 
clean out their lockers at the end of 
the semester, but if they don’t, the 
lockers are cleaned out for them, and 
the contents are taken to Lost and 
Found in the Wilkinson Center. 

Renters have to pay a $5 fee for the 
cleaning service before they can get 
their things from Lost and Found. 

Evans said the money from fines is 
put back into maintenance of the lock- 
ers. 

“The fine offsets the cost of clean- 
ing them out,” she said. 

“It takes quite a few people to do 
that,” Evans said. 

Evans said there isn’t much of a 
problem with vandalism to the lock- 
ers, because the lockers are moni- 
tored.

As the LDS Church grows 
internationally, BYU, as a Church- 
sponsored school, should reflect the 
racial composition of the Church. 

By the year 2030, only 4 percent of 
LDS members will live in the United 
States. “Current rates project accel- 
erated growth in most areas of the 
less developed world in the next forty 
years,” Pugmire said. 

As part of its educational program, 
the Church wants to give every quali- 
fied and eligible student the opportu- 
nity to attend BYU. Finally, BYU 
must consider that all students bene- 
fit from greater exposure to different 
cultures and races, he said. 

By increasing minority student 
population through active recruit- 
ment, BYU hopes to give each stu- 
dent, whether a minority or not, a 
more well-rounded education. “As 
BYU does a better job of exposing its 
students to a greater array of cul- 
tures, everyone benefits,” Pugmire 
said. 

“Increasing minority numbers en- 
sures that the university will be a bet- 
ter reflection of the Church’s popula- 
tion,” he said. 

Erlend D. Peterson, dean of admis- 
sions and records, said, “BYU’s ad- 
ministration intends to reach out to 
minority students who meet the aca- 
demic requirements for entrance and 
extend to them the opportunity to at- 
tend BYU.”

NFL owners told to pay $18 million

RICHMOND, Va. — A federal ap- 
peals court told NFL team owners 
Tuesday to pay more than $18 million 
into a players’ pension plan, but re- 
fused to order improved benefits for 
retired players. 

The 4th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals upheld a U.S. District Court 
order requiring the 28 NFL clubs to 
pay delinquent pension funds sought 
by the players. 

The three-judge panel reversed 
lower court findings that some pen- 
sion plan trustees had breached their 
duties and that the court should set 
retirement benefits for players. 

“Tie clubs failed to make their full 
contributions but we do not believe 
the conduct of the trustees for the 
owners constituted a breach of their 
fiduciary obligations,” wrote Judge J. 
Harvie Wilkinson III. 

He was joined by Judge Robert F. 
Chapman and U.S. District Judge 
Claude Hilton of Alexandria. 

The judges also overturned the 
lower court’s appointment of a special 
master to set pension improvements. 

“Tt is for the trustees and not for 
the courts to determine the extent of 
any benefit increase,” the appeals 
court said. 

Inatrial before U.S. District Judge 
Joseph C. Howard of Baltimore, the 
teams were ordered to pay $17.8 mil- 
lion in unpaid contributions, plus 12 
percent interest, attorneys’ fees and 
costs. ee 
Gene Upshaw, president of the 
NFL Players Association, said the 
amount owed by the owners has 
grown to nearly $30 million, counting 
interest. The money has been held in 
a court escrow account while the case 
is pending. 

“We firmly believed that the ap- 
peals court would uphold the district 
court,” Upshaw said. “The only part 
that disturbs me is that the court 
didn’t order immediate improvement 
in the plan.” 

Upshaw said the special master 
found that the pension fund has 
enough money to increase retirement 
benefits by at least a third for all play-

According to Nu Skin, Newell 
served as the United States Ambas- 
sador to Sweden from 1985 to 1989. 
He also served three-and-a-half 
years as the U.S. Assistant Secre- 
tary of State. 

According to a company news re- 
lease, Nu Skin Hong Kong was in- 
corporated in February 1991 and 
will begin operations on Sept. 25. 

Newell said much planning has 
gone into this expansion, and the 
company plans to take it one step at 
time and not rush the process. 

“We will be following a deliber- 
ately designed plan as we move for- 
ward to implement a strategy for 
expansion in the Pacific Rim area. 
“Tt would be imprudent, an unwise 
plan, to set off such an expedition 
without a carefully detailed and 
precisely articulated plan, or with- 


out a support base,” he said. 

Newell said Hong Kong was cho- 
sen to begin this expansion because 
of the country’s current market 
trends. “In Hong Kong, sales of im- 
ported health care products are in- 
creasing at a rate of 17 percent, 
whereas'in the United States it is 
only 7 percent,” Newell said. 

Newell said Nu Skin products al- 
ready have recognition in Hong 
Kong because of the many Chinese 
distributors in the United States. 

Newell said this expansion would 
bring money to Utah through in- 
creased employment in the com- 
pany’s International Department 
and through revenues returning to 
the parent company.

Serbians battle to cut off 
eastern region of Croatia

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — Serb 
rebels battled to cut off Croatia’s 
eastern region from the rest of the 
republic Wednesday and appeared 
poised to encircle a major Croat 
stronghold. At least eight people died 
in the fighting. 

Ignoring a truce called to hold an 
international peace conference this 
weekend on Yugoslavia’s future, 
Croatian security forces and the fed- 
eral army also clashed several times. 

Germany’s foreign minister, Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher, warned the Serb- 
dominated Yugoslav army that if it 
failed to halt the fighting, European 
nations could proceed to recognize 
Croatia and neighboring Slovenia as 
independent nations. 

“Td like to tell those responsible in 
the leadership of the Yugoslav Peo- 
ple’s Army: With every shot fired by 
your cannons and tanks, for us the 
hour of recognition is brought nearer. 
We will not be able to watch this much 
longer,” Genscher said in Bonn. 

There has been speculation that 
Serbia, which dominates the federal 
army, might be willing to settle for 
Croatian secession if Serbs can gain 
control over parts of Croatian terri- 
tory in the bargain. 

Federal military leaders say the 
army is trying only to separate the 
warring ethnic groups, but many for- 
eign governments support Croatia’s 
contention that the well-equipped 
army has been instrumental in the

European Community. 

The pact only seemed to touch off a 
fresh push by militant Serbs. 

After winning control of Baranja, 
an east Croatian section just below 
the Hungarian border, the Serbs on 
Wednesday began a push to isolate 
Croatia’s ethnically-mixed eastern 
region, Slavonia, from the Croat- 
dominated sections of the republic. 

Croatian Defense Ministry officials 
said Serbs cut the main highway be- 
tween Zagreb, the republic’s capital, 
and Belgrade, the capital of the 
Yugoslav federation and rival Serbia. 

The Yugoslav news agency Tanjug 
said one Serb died and three were 
wounded in the fighting that cut the 


highway near Okucani, 75 miles 
southeast of Zagreb. 
Two federal soldiers were 


wounded, and Croatian forces suf- 
fered several dead and wounded, it 
said. 


The Serbs commandeered trucks, 
cars and buses to block the highway 
before dawn Wednesday, highway 
workers at the scene told the AP. The 
Serbs and Croats battled as highway 
workers towed most of the vehicles 
away. Ivan Turek, head of the work- 
ers’ crew, said he expected the road to 
reopen Thursday after the Serbs 
were driven off. 

A Croatian militiaman and a civil- 
ian were killed and five civilians were 
wounded in'the nearby town of Nova 
Gradiska, the Croatian news agency 
Hina said.

Doug Murakami, a compliance 
officer at the Utah State Depart- 
ment of Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol, said according to Utah law, no 
alcoholic beverage may be adver- 
tised on outdoor media. 

“This includes billboards on 
roadsides and vehicles,” he said. 

Taverns or private clubs may 
display advertisements inside 
their buildings, but they cannot be 
seen on the outside of the estab- 
lishment, Murakami said. 

Advertising on print or broad- 
cast media is allowed, but the ad- 
vertisements must not encourage 
youth to consume alcohol.

Recently, the targeting of certain 
ethnic groups by malt liquor manufac- 
turers has come under protest by 
members of these communities. 

Malt liquor, which has a higher al- 
cohol content than beer, has been 
marketed heavily in black and His- 
panic communities. The groups claim 
the advertising is directed at these 
groups because of color only. 

Targeting ethnic groups “is per- 
fectly legal; however, ethically it is up 
to the individual,’ said Spencer 
Harden, president of Harden Adver- 
tising. 

He said the nature of advertising 
requires using effective persuasion. 
“Nobody is forced to buy anything 
that is advertised. 

“If a company markets a product 
that is socially harmful, the public 
should be aware of it.” 

Harden also said companies 
shouldn’t target these types of prod- 
ucts toward certain ethnic groups be- 
cause it will be seen as exploitation by 
the company and does not leave a fa- 
vorable impression on the public. 

“There are now even stronger malt 


A heated debate is raging on the 
practice of advertising legal prod- 
ucts that are harmful to those who 
consume them, a BYU professor of 
advertising said. 

Lee Bartlett said the practice of 
marketing harmful substances 
could easily be regarded as unethi- 
cal. However, the fact that tobacco 
products and alcoholic beverages 
are legal consumer goods causes a 
dilemma in deciding what should 
and should not be marketed. 

“The challenge to any manufac- 
turer is to find a segment of the 
market that will consume the 
product,” Bartlett said. “A com- 
pany that manufactures malt 
liquor will feel it has no ethical 
problem targeting a segment of 
the market that consumes the 
product the most.” 

An example of target marketing 
is the Suzuki Samurai. In all coun- 
tries outside the United States, 
the Samurai was marketed as a 
utility vehicle. However, when the 
product was marketed to the 
United States, it was targeted at 
young people with money,
